Washington, June 4.—Contrary to ex- 


pectations and precedent, the tariff bill 
when it comes from the democratic ma- 
jority of the senate promises to carry 
lower rates than when it passed 
the 


house.

STILL IN PURSUIT 


Proposes Graduated Tax on 


a Sliding Scale to Even 


Things Up. 


Washington. June 4.—Atlorney Ren- 


eral Me.Reynolds today declared that he 
had always regarded the final decree in- 
tended to dissolve the tobacco trust as 
an "obvious subterfuge and a miscur- 
riage of justice," and if there were any 
proper and just, way by which he could 
cure"the evil he would do it. 


As an immediate step he is consider- 


ing proposing to congress a graduated 
excise 
f a x 
on tobacco 
manufactures. 


This is to tax the output of tobacco 
factories on a sliding scale in such a 
way 
that, the big manufacturers will 


pay more and more as their output in- 
creases. 
Tt is said the attorney general 


has talked his plan over with PYesident 
Wilson and the cabinet and shortly will 
submit it to Chairman Simmons, of the 
senate finance committee. 


While such a plan of taxation could 


not be called a tariff for revenue only 
measure, Mr. McReynolds contends that 
it is an emergency measure devised to 
meet the plens of independent tobacco 
manufacturers that, the dissolution of 
the so-called trust has not relieved them 
of a situation which, they says, threat- 
ens to place them in as much danger as 
they were from the "trust" before it 
was disolved. 


Has Never Agreed. 


Mr. McRcynolds never 
has agreed 


with the. dissolution of the so-called 
monopoly and is said to feel that many 
of the evils charged against it still are 
continuing under, other forms. 


In addition to correcting alleged in- 


equalities by sncb a method of internal 
revenue taxation, the attorney general 
is still considering the advisability of 
beginning an investigation to determine 
whether the decree dissolving the, to- 
bacco trust is being violated.

Attack Grasshopper Plague. 


Sacramento, Calif., June 
4.—"Fight 


the grasshopper plague with fire anil 
poison," was the direction to farmers 
and fruit growers today. 
Crops will 


not be devastated if quick 
action 
is 


taken, according to Dr. Cook, but un- 
less farmers fire their stubble- fields 
distribute poison pellets and comb the 
ground with the "hopper doser," the in- 
vading'locust may cause great damage 
The hopper doser is a contrivance that 
picks up the insects and subjects them 
to a killing bath in kerosene.

MOKRIS SELZ IS DEAD. 


Pioneer Shoe Manufacturer Succumbs at 


Age of 87. 


Chicago, June 4.—Morris Selz, pioneer 


shoe manufacturer, died yesterday morn- 
ng at'his residence, 1717 Michigan avj- 
nue. 
He was 87 years old. Mr. Selz had 


seen in failing health for two years. 


He was born in Neideratetten, Wur- 


temberg, Germany, in 1826, and came to 
America when 16. He began his business 
career as an itinerant merchant. After 
a time he accumulated capital enough to 
buy a horse and wagon. 
With this he 


went to Georgia, where he remained 
until 1840. Then he moved to California, 
where he prospered. He came to Chicago 
in 1854. 


He first entered the clothing business. 


In 1871 he started in the shoe manufac- 
turing business under the name of M. 
Selz & Co. There were four partners, 
M. A. Meyer, a brother-in-law; Joseph 
0. Rutter and John W. Bunn of Spring- 
field, 111. Mr. Meyer and Mr. Butter are 
dead, Mr. Bunn is still living.

More than that, Senator 
Penrosc declares that in his sixteen years of official life 
he has never known of an attempt to influence the vote of 
a congressman by questionable means. Senator Kenyou, 
of Iowa, was unable to tind more serious operations of 
the lobbyist than the practice of flattering senators by hav- 
ing them out to dinner, to the theater and on automobile 
rides, which he regards as the most insidious form of lob- 
bying.

wny. On the steps he stumbled and fell, 
but regained his feet in nil instant nnd 
run to the corner of Fair :lrcet, a short 
distance nwny, and up Fair to Capitol 
Avenue. Jailer Pollock, leaving the door 
open, pursued him about two blocks and 
then fell up against a fence, seemingly 
exhausted. 
And Myers got. nwny. 


This wns Myor's second flight.

first wns a failure. 
He fled from At- 


lanta immediately after the murder of 
Crowley, but, a few days later was cap- 
tured in Cincinnati.

hire. Forrest Crowley was to have met 
his father at a certain point downtown 
nfter the drive, hut he failed to show- 
up.

Edward Marlet Loses Life 


in Effort to Save Jack 


Dunn. 


AT THE "BLUE HOLE" 


In a vain effort to save twelve-year- 


old Jack Dunn, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Dunn, 
of Huntingdon, Edward 


Marlet, aged twenty-eight, a Pennsyl- 
vania fireman, residing at 1430 Hamu 
street, was drowned in the St. Mary's 
river Tuesday afternoon. 


Tha double drowning occurred about: 


100 yards south of the 
Pennsylvania 


trestle, in a portion of the river known 
to almost every boy of Fort Wayne u> 
the "blue, spot," where in past years 
drownings have been frequent during 
the summers. 


The tragedy came as a sorrowful 


climax to a day's picnic, attended by 
the Marlet and Dunn families and their 
friends. 
The party had been enjoying 


an outing during the day, and late in 
the afternoon the two victims with A. 
L. Wood, also residing at 1430 Hanna, 
and Edward 
Tamlyn, 
another youth, 


were tempted by the warm weather to 
go into the water. They had been in 
the water only a short time, -when 
Dunn, who could not swim, stepped into 
the "blue spot," and screaming wildly 
for aid went below the surface. 
Ac- 


cording to Wood, the boy sank and 
Marlet was attacked by cramps while 
trying to reach the body. 


Mr. Wood made several fruitless at- 


tempts to pull the two bodies from the 
water, but was unable to do *o. Tbe 
bodies were recovered about an hour 
later by the police and firemen, but 
they had been in the water so long that 
it was useless to attempt to revive 
them by the use of the pulmotor. 


Chief of Police Dnyton F. Abbott, 


Stationmaster 
Joseph 
Degitz 
and 


Chauffeur Andrews recovered the boy's 
body first and after a search of only A 
few minutes succeeded in dragging the 
ifeless form of Marlet from the watery 
grave. 


Is a Dangerous Spot. 


People residing in the vicinity of the 


drowning declare that the place where 
the tragedy was enacted is one of the 
most dangerous spots in the St. Mary's 
and is known as the "blue spot." The 
water is very deep, and for years the 
joys of the southwestern portion of 
:own avoid it, believing that it is a 
''suck hole" in the bed of the stream. 


Most of the drownings that have oc- 


curred there were of people not familiar 
with the stream at that point. 


Mr. Marlet was an uncle of the boy 


whom he attempted to save. 
He, for- 


merly resided at Van Wcrt, 0., and was 
prominent in railroad circles. Surviv- 
ing besides the widow he leaves his 
aged father, Fred Marlet, of Van Wert, 
and the following brothers and sinters:

Locating Fires in 
Forests 70 Miles Away 


MODEL LOOKOUT TOWER. 


San Diego, Cal., June 1.—On the too 


of a huge boulder on tho extreme top 
of Hot Springs mountain, about seven 
miles north of Warner's Hot Springs, is 
a little one-room frame building that 
has- been built to serve as a look-out 
tower for the rangers of the Cleveland 
national forest to be used in locating 
lires. 
Windows have been titled into 


the walls of the building on all four 
sides to afford a view of as much of the 
forest as possible. 


In the center of the room stands a 


table with a map of the territory within 
a radius of ten miles of the nation. 
It is drawn in detail and around it all 
is drawn a circle graduated into degrees. 


Tho forest rnnger on duty in th« tow- 


er is furnished with a pair of Jield glass- 
en and ft compass. 
As soon as ho lo- 


cates any smoke on the horizon he at 
once gets its direction from the tower 
by the use of the compass. 
Then he 


turns to the map and lays out the line 
on it. 
Other rangers in similar look- 


outs spot the smoke, and locate it from 
their positions. 
Then 
all 
telephone 


headquarters where nil tho linen are 
drawn on the map. They converge on the 
exact location of the tire. This enables 
the chief forester to send his flr« fight- 
ers directly to the scene of tho fire. 


Fires have been located In thin way 


at a distance of from 05 to 70 miles.

tan.

photographed the, fishes, vouches for it. 
And the, writer himsolf has seen the

I 
hfive never, in all my experience, known 
a bass of that nge to be so large, and 
on' - one or two of that aize that were 
many years older. 
Two of the white 


perch weighed 20 pounds apiece, and 
one cnrp weighed 27 pounds.

swallowfng the young geese and duoks 
when they entered the, water."

"We had to take out all the 


big fish, to save our fowl. Several gos- 
lings and ducks hai-e been eaten by 
them.

survey of an island of which very little,

,SSO miles south by east from the Falk- 
land islands, and is hardly larger than 
Long Island, which, in f;ict, it resem- 
bles in shape. 
.Although the southeast 


coast is icebound and deeply indented 
by fjords, the northeastern portion of 
it is, at spots, habitable and is settled 
by Norwegians, Knglish nnd emigrants 
from Argentina.

MJSS JONES AT HER TYPEWRITER. 


Columbus, June 4.—Supposing you 


•were, stricken blind today. 
Could you 


make a living? 


Probably not. Then you can imnfrine 


the struggle Miss Hnttie .Tones of Chil- 
.licothe underwent to fit herself for the 
j position of stenographer to Charles If. 
'Campbell, chairman of thn Ohio blind 
commission. 


Losing her eyesight after an attack 


of measles, Mias Jones was forced to 
give up her position as stenographer ten 
yearn ago. 


The world became dark to her, but 


her spirit remained bright 
Through 


eight years of sickness which followed, 
Miss Jones 
repeatedly 
declared she 


would return to her old -work, and she 
has, being now the only blind stenog- 
rapher in the state. 
. Miss Jones takes dictation either di- 
rect or from phonographic records. The 


letters she turns out are clean cut and 
never misspelled. 


"I have so much-confidence in her ac- 


curacy that I seldom read the letters 
before signing them," said Campbell. 


The girl etn ploys n, dot system which 


originated in Trance in taking memo- 
randa of telephone calls which come in 
for Campbell while he is out. 


She u.ses a small metal board with 


holes in it, which is placed over a white 
sheet of paper. With a small awl she 
punches holes or dashes into the spaces 
on the paper, using a code for th« blind. 
Then, reversing the paper, Mies Jones 
runs her 
lingers 
over the upraised 


punches, reads the message, writes it 
out on the typewriter and places it on 
Campbell's desk. 


"Perseverance is the keynote of suc-

SAYS HEALTH BUREAU 


New York, June 4.—Lucky 
is the 


child born in the present generation, 
for its chances of life, health and hap- 
piness are much 
greater 
than those 


which surround the children of a gen- 
eration ago, due to improved standards 
of hygiene. 
But the individual of forty 


years and 
more 
whose 
habits are 


geared up to the pace of living prac- 
ticed now has fewer chances of life, ac- 
cording to the health records. 


The board of health has just com- 


pleted a most 
interesting 
table by 


which the health of persons of all ages 
are measured 
in New York city for 


three years ending with December, 1911. 
The mortality rate was made the basis 
for the complicated calculations. Com- 
parisons were obtained from a similar 
table "prepared under the direction of 
the late Dr. John S. Billings for a | 
three-year period ended December, 1881. 


The table reveals ,a diminished ex- 


pectancy of life for persons over forty 
years of age. 
On the whole the meas- 


ure of life as shown is greater among 
females than among males up to forty 
yenrs. 
Above that age the reverse is 


true. At all ages among males the in- 
creased expectancy amounts to almost
